This  judicial 
document  shall  be  accompanied,  if  possible,  by  a 
descrijition  of  the  person  claimed,  and  any  other  in- 
foimation  or  particulars  that  may  serve  to  identify 
him. 

These  documents  shall  be  communicated  by  the 
Minister  for  Foreign  xXffairs  to  the  ^linister  of  Grace 
and  .lusiice,  by  whose  Department,  after  examining 
the  documents  and  linding  that  there  is  reason  for  the 
extradition,  a Royal  Order  will  be  issued  granting  it. 
and  directing  the  arrest  of  the  person  claimed  and  his 
delivery  to  the  British  authorities. 

In  virtue  of  the  said  Royal  Order  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior  (Ministro  de  la  Gobernacion)  will  adojit 
the  litting  measures  for  the  arre.st  of  the  fugitive,  and 
when  this  lias  taken  place,  the  person  claimed  shall 
be  placed  at  the  di  posal  of  the  Diidomatic  Rejiresen- 
tative  who  has  demanded  his  extradition,  and  he  shall 
be  taken  to  the  pmrt  of  the  fiontier  or  to  the  seajiort 
where  the  agent  appointed  for  the  pnirpose  by  Her 
Britannic  Majesty’s  Government  is  ready  to  take 
charge  of  him. 

In  case  the  documents  furnished  by  the  said  Govern- 
ment for  the  identitication  of  the  person  claimed,  or 
the  information  obtained  by  the  Spanish  authorities 
fertile  same  purpose,  should  bo  considered  insufficient, 
immediate  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  Diplo- 
matic Representative  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  person 
under  arrest  shall  be  detained  until  the  British 
Government  shall  have  furnished  fresh  evidence  to 
prove  his  identity  or  to  clear  up  any  other  difficulty 
relative  to  the  examination  and  decision  of  the  affair. 

ARTICLE  VI. 


After  the  expiration  of  a period  from  the  committal 
of  the  prisoner,  which  shall  never  be  less  than  fifteen 
days,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall,  by  order  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  order  the  fugitive  criminal  to  be  sur- 
rendered to  such  jierson  as  may  be  duly  authorized  to 
receive  him  on  the  part  of  the  Sjianish  Government. 

(B  ) In  the  case  of  a person  convicted — The  course 
of  proceeding  shall  be  the  same  as  above  indicated, 
excejit  that  the  warrant  to  be  ti  ansniitted  bj'  the  Dip- 
lomatic Representative  of  Spain  in  supjiort  of  his 
requisition  shall  clearly  set  foith  the  crimeor  offence 
of  which  the  person  claimed  has  been  convicted,  and 
state  the  jilace  and  date  of  his  conviction. 

The  evidence  to  be  produced  before  the  Police 
Magistrate  shall  be  such  as  would,  according  to  the 
law  of  England,  prove,  that  the  prisoner  was  convicted 
of  the  crime  charged 

(C  ) Persons  convicted  by  judgment  in  default  or 
arret  de  contnmace,  shall  be,  in  the  matter  of  extradi- 
tion, considered  as  jiersons  accused,  and,  as  such,  be 
surrendered. 

(D.)  After  the  Police  Magi.dratc  shall  have  com- 
mitted the  accused  or  convicted  yierson  to  prison  to 
await  the.  order  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  his  sur- 
render, such  person  shall  have  the  right  to  apply  for  a 
writ  of  habeas  corjuis]  if  he  should  so  ajiply,  his 
surrender  must  be  defern  d until  after  the  dcci.-ion  of 
the  Court  upon  the  return  to  the  writ,  and  even  then 
can  only  lake  place  if  the  deci.'-ion  is  adverse  to  the 
apjilicant.  In  the  latter  case  the  Court  may  at  once 
Older  his  delivery  to  the  jierson  authorized  to  receive 
him,  without  the  order  of  a Secretary  of  State  for  his 
surrender,  or  commit  him  to  prison  to  await  such 
order-. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

"Warrants,  depositions,  or  statements  on  oath,  issued 
or  taken  in  the  dominions  of  either  of  the  Two  High 
Contracting  Parties,  and  copies  thereof,  and  certifi- 
cates of  or  judicial  documents  stating  the  facts  of 
conviction,  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  proceed- 
ings in  the  dominions  of  the  other,  if  purpor-ting  to 
be  signed  or  certified  by  a Judge,  Magi.strate,  o 
officer  of  the  country  where  they  were  issued  or  taken 
provided  such  warrants,  depositions,  statements, 
copies,  certificates,  and  judicial  documents  are 
authenticated  by  the  oath  of  some  witness,  or  by  being 
sealed  with  the  official  seal  of  the  Minister  of  Justice, 
or  some  other  Minister  of  State. 


In  the  dominions  of  Her  Britannic  Maje.sty,  other 
than  the  Colonies  or  Foreign  Possessions  of  Her 
Majesty,  the  manner  of  proceeding  in  order  to  de- 
mand and  obtain  extradition,  shall  be  as  follows: — 

(A.)  In  the  case'of  a person  accu.^ed — The  requisi- 
tion for  the  surrender  shall  be  made  to  Her  Britannic 
Majesty’s  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign 
Affairs  by  the  Diplomatic  Representative  of  His 
Majesty  the  King  of  Spain.  The  said  demand  shall 
be  accompanied  b3'  a warrant  of  arrest  or  other 
equivalent  judicial  document,  issued  by  a Judge  or 
Magistrate  dulj'  authorized  to  take  cognizance  of  the 
acts  diarged  against  the  accused  in  Spain,  and  duly 
authenticated  depositions  or  statements  taken  on  oath 
belore  such  .Judge  or  Magistrate,  clcarlj-  setting  forth 
the  said  acts,  and  containing  a description  of  the  per- 
son claimed,  and  any  particulars  which  may  serve  to 
identify  him. 

The  said  Principal  Secretarj^  of  State  shall  transmit 
such  documents  to  Her  Britannic  Majesty’s  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department,  who 
shall  then  by  order  under  his  hand  and  seal,  signify 
to  some  Police  Magistrate  in  London  that  such  requi- 
sition has  been  made,  and  require  him,  if  there  be  due 
cause,  to  issue  his  wai  rant  for  the  apprehension  of  the 
fugitive.  On  the  receipt  of  such  order  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  and  on  the  production  of  such  evidence 
as  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Magistrate,  justify  the 
issue  of  the  warrant  if  the  crime  had  been  committed 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  he  shall  issue  his  warrant 
accordingly. 

"When  the  person  claimed  shall  have  been  appre- 
hended, he  shall  be  brought  before  the  Magistrate 
who  issued  the  warrant,  or  some  other  Police  Magis- 
trate in  London.  If  the  evidence  to  be  then  produced 
shall  bn  such  as  to  justify,  according  to  the  law  of 
England,  the  committal  for  trial  of  the  pri.soncr.  if  the 
crime  of  which  he  is  accused  had  been  committed  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  the  Police  Magistrate  shall 
commit  him  to  prison  to  await  the  rvarrant  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  for  his  surrender;  sending  immediately 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  a certificate  of  the  committal 
and  a report  upon  the  case. 


* ARTICLE  VIII. 

A fugitive  criminal  ma.y  be  apprehended  under  a 
warrant  issued  by  any  Police  Magistrate,  Justice  of 
the  Peace,  or  other  competent  authority  in  either 
country,  on  such  information  or  complaint,  and  such 
evidence,  or  after  such  proceedings  as  W'ould,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  authority  issuing  the  warrant,  justify 
the  issue  of  a warrant  if  the  crime  had  been  committed 
or  the  person  convicted  in  that  part  of  the  dominions 
of  the  two  Contracting  Parties  in  which  the  Magis- 
trate, Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  other  competent 
authority  exercises  jurisdiction:  Provided,  however, 

that,  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  accused  shall,  in 
such  case,  be  sent  as  speedily  as  possible  before  a 
Police  Magistrate  in  London.  He  shall,  in  accordance 
with  this  Article,  be  discharged,  as  rvell  in  Spain  as 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  if.  within  the  term  of  thirty 
days,  a requisition  for  extradition  shall  not  have  been 
made  hy  the  Diplomatic  Agent  of  his  countiy  in 
accordance  with  the  .stipulations  of  this  Treaty. 

The  same  rule  shall  apply  to  the  cases  of  persons 
accused  or  convicted  of  anj'  of  the  crimes  or  offences 
specified  in  this  Treafy,  and  committed  on  the  high 
seas  on  board  any  vessel  of  either  country  which  may 
come  into  a port  of  the  other. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

If  the  fugitive  criminal  who  has  been  committed  to 
prison  be  not  surrendered  and  conveja-d  awa^'  within 
two  months  after  such  committal,  or  within  two 
months  after  the  adverse  decision  of  the  Court  upon 
the  return  to  a writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  he  shall  be  discharged  from  custodj',  unless 
sufficient  cause  be  shown  to  the  contrary. 

ARTICLE  X. 

In  the  Provinces  beyond  sea.  Colonies  and  other 
Possessions  beyond  sea  of  the  two  High  Contracting 
Parties,  the  manner  of  proceedings  shall  be  as 
follows:— 

The  requisition  for  extradition  of  a fugitive 
criminal  who  has  taken  refuge  in  an  over-sea  Pro- 
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Tinco,  Colony,  or  Pos.^ossion  of  either  of  the  two 
Contrnctinpf  I’lirtie-s,  8hull  h(!  iiitulo  to  the  Governor  or 
chief  nulhm  ily  of  sneh  Province,  Colony  or  Po.sscs- 
sion  by  tln^  Ciiief  Conpuhir  Otlioer  of  the  other  Slate  in 
such  Province,  Colony,  or  I’o.^sossion;  or,  if  the 
fugitive  has  ('scajied  from  an  over-sea  Province. 
Colony,  or  Possession  of  the  Slate  on  whose  behalf 
oxtrnclition  is  (h'lnanded,  by  the  Governor  or  chi(d' 
authority  of  such  Province,  Colony  or  Possession. 

In  these  cases  the  ])rovidons  of  this  Treaty  shall  bo 
obsei  ved  as  far  as  possibli;  by  the  respective  Governors 
or  chief  a lit  hoi  it  i(‘s,  who.  however,  sliall  be  at  liberty 
either  to  grant  the  extradition  or  to  refer  the  di'ci- ion 
of  the  inatter  to  the  Governments  of  their  respective 
countries. 


ARTIGbS  XI. 


In  cases  where  it  may  be  necessaiy,  the  Spanish 
Government  .-ball  be  reiiresented  at  the  Engli-h 
Courts  by  tin'  Law  Ollicers  of  the  Crown,  and  the 
EngLeh  Govi'inment  in  the  Spanish  Court  by  the 
Publ  ie  Prosecutor  I Mtninierio  Fi-'si'dl). 

The  respective  Governments  will  give  assistance  to 
the  Diidomatic  llejiresentatives  who  claim  their  inter- 
vention for  the  eustodj’’  and  securit3"  of  the  person.s 
subject  to  extiadition. 


article  XII. 

The  claim  for  extradition  shall  not  be  complied! 
W'ith  if  the  individual  claimed  has  been  alread.y  tried i 
for  the  same  offence,  in  the  country  wdience  the  extra- 
dition is  dem  Hided,  or  if,  since  the  commission  of  the 
acts  charged,  the  accusation  or  the  conviction, 
exemption  from  prosecution  or  juinisbinent  has  been 
accquired  b.v  lajise  of  time,  according  to  the  law'.s  of 
that  countiy. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 


If  the  individual  claimed  by  one  of  the  two  High 
Contracting  I’arties,  in  pursuance  of  the  present 
Treatx-  should  be  also  claimed  by'  one  or  several  other 
pow'cr.s,  on  account  of  other  crimes  or  offences  com- 
mitted u])on  their  re.spective  territories,  lii.s  extradition 
shall  be  granted  to  that  State  whose  demand  i.s  earliest 
in  date;  unle.ss  any^  other  arrangement  should  exi.st 
between  the  different  Governments  to  determine  the 
preference,  either  on  account  of  the  gravity  of  the 
crime  or  offence,  or  for  any’  other  reason. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 


If  the  individual  claimed  should  be  under  prosecu- 
tion, or  have  been  condemned  for  a crime  or  offence 
committed  in  the  country  where  he  may  have  taken 
refuge,  his  surrender  may  be  deferred  until  he  shall 
have  been  set  at  liberty  in  due  course  at  law. 

In  case  he  should  be  proceeded  against  or  detained 
in  such  country,  on  account  of  obligations  conti'acted 
towards  private  individuals,  the  extradition  shall 
nevertheless  take  place. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Every  article  found  in  the  possession  of  the  indi- 
vidual claimed  at  the  time  of  his  arrest,  shall,  if  the 
competent  authority  so  decide,  be  seized,  in  order  to 
be  delivered  up  with  his  person  at  the  time  when  the 
extradition  takes  place.  Such  delivery  shall  not  be 
limited  to  the  jiioperty’  or  articles  obtained  by  stealing 
or  by  fraudulent  bankruptcy,  but  shall  extend  to 
everytliing  that  may  serve  as  jiroof  of  the  crime  or 
offence,  and  shall  take  place  even  when  the  extradi- 
tion, after  having  been  granted,  cannot  be  carried  out 
by  reason  of  the  escape  or  death  of  the  individual 
claimed. 

The  rigbt.s  of  third  parties  with  regard  to  the  said 
property  or  articles  are  nevertheless  reserved. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 


Tlie  High  Contracting  Parties  renounce  any  claim 
for  the  reimbursement  of  the  expenses  incun-ed  by 
them  in  the  arrest  and  maintenance  of  the  person  to 
bo  surrendered,  and  his  conveyance  as  far  as  the 
frontier;  the,y  reciprocally  agree  to  bear  such  expenses 
them.selvcs. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

The  present  Treaty^  .shall  be  ratified  and  the  ratifica- 
tions .shall  be  exchanged  at  London  as  soon  as 
possible. 

It  sliall  come  into  ojicration  ten  day^s  after  its  pub- 
lication, in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  respective 
countries,  and  each  of  the  contracting  parties  may  at 
any  time  terminate  the  Treaty  on  giving  to  the  other 
six  months’  notice  of  its  intention  to  do  so.
